To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1940  ;  drawn  up 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  ever  increasing  requirements  demanded  by  war,  evacu¬ 
ation,  billeting,  recruiting  and  the  building  up  of  the  Civil  Defence 
Services  confronted  the  Health  Department  with  many  problems 
and  extraneous  duties. 

The  Health  Centre,  The  Green,  with  its  combined  School 
Medical  and  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  provision,  which  was 
officially  opened  on  December  21st'  1940,  was  the  chief  feature 
of  progress  for  the  year.  Planned  with  vision  to  incorporate  a 
General  Public  Health  Service  in  addition  to  the  two  services  for 
which  the  building  is  primarily  established,  the  accommodation 
provides  endless  possibilities  for  future  developments  in  the 
general  health  service. 

The  local  population  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
shews  a  diminution  attributable  to  recruitment  into  the  services 
together  with  some  evacuation. 

Though  there  was  an  increase  in  the  death  rate  for  the  year, 
this  was  more  than  compensated  for  by  quite  a  substantial  rise 
in  the  birth  rate,  and  the  lowest  infantile  mortality  rate  ever 
recorded  in  the  Borough. 

Again  I  take  this  opportunity  on  behalf  of  the  staff  and 
myself  of  recording  thanks  to  the  Committee  for  their  consideration 
and  assistance  and  my  personal  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation.

Social  Conditions. — ^The  Area  is  almost  entirely  industrial, 
the  chief  industries  being  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  marine  and 
general  engineering,  rope  making,  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

Situated  between  the  City  and  County  of  Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  on  the 
east,  the  Muncipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  has  an  acreage  of  3,543,933 
acres  and  a  river  frontage  on  the  North  bank  of  the  River  Tyne 
of  2.1  miles. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes,  and  provide 
canteen  and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees,  which  same 
facilities  as  well  as  pit  head  baths  are  also  afforded  by  the  local 
Colliery  Welfare  Scheme. 

Before  the  advent  of  war  industrial  labour  was  almost 
entirely  confined  to  males,  with  the  exception  of  a  local  rope 
making  industry,  employing  a  large  proportion  of  female  labour, 
since,  however,  a  gradual  absorption  of  female  labour  into 
industry  has  developed.

Births. — During  1940  there  were  863  live  births  and  a  birth 
rate  of  19.8  per  1,000  population  compared  with  781  births  and 
a  rate  of  17.27  for  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  total  births  429  were 
males  and  434  females.  These  figures  regarding  births  are  the 
Registrar  General’s  corrected  number  for  “  Inward  ”  and  “  Out¬ 
ward  ”  transfer  births. 

There  were  37  illegitimate  births  (20  male  and  17  female),  or 
4.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births. 

The  annual  birth  rates  for  the  Borough  since  1913  are  shown 
in  Table  I  of  the  appendix.

[a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

(1)  Bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  foodstuffs, 
etc.,  also  bacteriological  specimens  from  practitioners,  the  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  examined  and  reported  on  by  the  Laboratory  of  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  at  Newburn-on-Tyne. 

(2)  Foodstuffs  and  water  are  sent  for  chemical  examination 
to  J.  &  H.  S.  Pattinson,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

[b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(1)  For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance 
is  provided  and  kept  at  the  Wallsend  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
of  the  Earsdon  Joint  Hospital  Soard. 

(2)  For  non-inf ectious  and  accident  cases  the  Corporation 
maintain  two  motor  ambulances  at  the  Fire  Station,  Wallsend, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Brigade  Superintendent  and  his  Staff. 

A  further  ambulance  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  is  maintained  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Borough  at 
Willington  Quay.

(1)  General. 

There  are  two  voluntary  nursing  associations  in  the 
Borough,  the  Wallsend  and  the  Willington  Quay  Nursing 
Associations  respectively,  each  of  which  maintains  a  staff  of 
visiting  nurses. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

The  Health  Visitors  of  the  local  Authority  where  necessary 
visit  and  assist  in  the  nursing  and  treatment  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough. 

(3)  Tuberculosis. 

The  authority  for  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  the  Northum¬ 
berland  County  Council  whose  medical  and  nursing  tuberculosis 
staff  keep  in  touch  with  notified  cases  at  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
or  at  their  homes,  also  all  notified  cases  are  visited  by  the  Local 
Authority’s  Health  Visitors,  and  a  card  detailing  the  conditions 
and  home  circumstances  is  completed  in  each  case,  further  a 
liaison  is  maintained  regarding  cases  between  the  local  Health 
Department  and  the  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  staff. 

(4)  Midwives. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  are  the  Supervising 
Authority  under  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1936,  and  have  four  paid 
Midwives  serving  in  the  Borough,  also  the  Willington  Quay 
Nursing  Association  provide  midwives  for  the  eastern  portion  of 
the  Borough. 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

The  New  Health  Centre,  The  Green,  which  was  officially 
opened  on  December  21st,  1940,  but  commenced  activities  on 
30th  September,  1940,  affords  modern  School  Clinic  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  facilities.

Treatment  for  tuberculosis  is  provided  by  the  Northumber¬ 
land  County  Council  at  the  County  Sanatorium,  Wooley,  or 
other  Institutions,  none  of  which  are  in  Wallsend.

Infantile  Mortality. — There  were  45  deaths  among  infants 
under  one  year  showing  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  52.1  per 
1,000  births  compared  with  56.9  in  1939. 

Of  the  45  deaths,  24  occurred  among  males  and  21  among 
females,  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  55.9  and  48.3  per  1,000 
male  and  female  births  respectively. 

There  was  3  deaths  of  illegitimate  children. 

Neo-natal  deaths  or  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of 
life  numbered  22,  or  a  neo-natal  infant  death  rate  of  25.4  per  1,000 
births.

MILK  FOODS 

During  the  year  13.25  tons  of  milk  food  stuffs  were  retailed 
at  cost  price  at  the  two  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
compared  with  8.07  tons  on  the  preceeding  year.  Eurther  3.5 
tons  were  distributed  free  compared  with  a  free  distribution  of 
6.11  tons  in  1939,  the  diminution  was  due  to  this  free  distribution 
from  August  23rd  by  the  Ministry  of  Eood. 

Eurther  the  local  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  were 
responsible  from  May  20th  to  July  31st  for  the  supply  by  local 
retailers  of  liquid  milk  free  or  at  reduced  prices  to  mothers  and 
infants,  under  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  Scheme  :  which  after 
July  31st  was  administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  During  the 
time  the  scheme  was  operated  by  the  local  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Service,  277  infants  were  supplied  with  liquid  milk,  177 
free  and  100  at  reduced  prices,  whilst  9  mothers  were  supplied 
with  free  liquid  milk  and  13  others  at  reduced  prices.  Until  taken 
over  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  15,974  pints  of  milk  were  arranged 
for  free  or  at  reduced  prices  for  mothers  and  infants  by  the  local 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  on  behald  of  the  Milk 
Marketing  Board. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Service. 

The  Northumberland  County  Council  provide  a  salaried 
domiciliary  midwifery  .service  for  the  area,  in  addition  to  which 
on  March  1st  1939  the  Local  Authority  commenced  a  free  ante  and 
post  natal  medical  supervision  for  all  expectant  mothers  in  the 
Borough  by  a  panel  of  local  general  medical  practioners,  who  are 
paid  a  capitation  fee  in  respect  of  each  case,  and  a  free  choice  of 
doctor  is  afforded. 

The  Supervising  Authority,  i.e..  The  Northumberland  County 
Council  afford  assistance  to  midwives  when  medical  help  is 
required,  and  the  Local  Authority  affords  specialist  consultation 
or  assistance  if  necessary  for  any  ante,  intra  or  post  natal 
condition,  besides  which  in  addition  to  the  Wallsend  Maternity 
Hospital,  the  County  Council  provide  a  maternity  hospital  at 
Dilston  Hall,  the  County  Nursing  Association  have  a  maternity 
hospital  at  Stagshaw,  to  all  of  which  maternity  cases  from 
Wallsend  are  admitted. 
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Free  sterilized  maternity  outfits  are  supplied  to  all  expectant 
mothers,  and  free  home  helps  are  afforded  in  approved  necessitous 
cases  at  the  cost  of  the  Local  Authority  ;  and  after  the  lying-in¬ 
period  Health  Visitors  make  repeated  domiciliary  visits,  and  keep 
the  mother  and  infant  under  observation,  besides  which  the 
services  of  the  two  Welfare  Centres  are  available  for  medical 
advice,  food  stuffs,  etc. 

During  the  year  owing  to  the  closing  of  the  Willington  Quay 
Maternity  Hospital,  and  dislocation  of  hospital  services  due  to 
the  advent  of  war,  it  became  difficult  to  obtain  admission  for 
maternity  cases  to  hospital,  and  resource  had  to  be  made  of 
maternity  hospital  accommodation  wherever  available. 

In  respect  of  midwives  and  hospital  services  for  necessitous 
maternity  cases,  midwives  fees  of  £2  0  0  were  paid  by  the  Local 
Authority,  and  hospital  fees  £9  0  0.  The  Local  Authority  further 
pay  a  yearly  sum  of  £40  0  0  to  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity 
Hospital,  Newcastle,  in  respect  of  patients  admitted  from  the 
Wallsend  Area,  whilst  £15  15  Od.  was  paid  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  specialist  services. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER. 

The  area  is  served  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  who  maintain  a  plentiful  and  wholesome  supply 
throughout  the  year. 

The  service  is  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

To  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard,  regular 
chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  are  made,  and  sources  of 
impurities  dealt  with. 

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint, 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial 
uses  etc.

The  atmospheric  pollution  record  tables  which  follow,  shows 
the  yearly  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  which  occurs. 

Observations  were  suspended  after  the  30th  June,  1940, 
owing  to  war  conditions. 


Rising  Sun  Colliery ‘Pit  Heaps. 

In  consequence  of  the  complaints  of  offensive  fumes  from 
the  above  pit  heaps  and  the  public  niusance  arising  therefrom, 
owing  to  the  heaps  being  in  parts  on  fire,  the  local  Sanitary 
Authority,  assisted  in  an  advisory  capacity  by  a , representative 
of  the  Mines  Department,  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Colliery 
Company  to  abate  the  nuisance,  to  effect  which  a  system  of  water 
spraying  was  agreed  to  and  installed  depending  on  the  efficiency 
or  otherwise  of  which  any  further  action  will  be  taken. 

To  keep  observation  on  the  nuisance  of  grit  from  the  Coal 
Draining  Plant  at  the  Rising  Sun  Colliery,  a  guage  was  installed 
at  Mullen  Road  in  proximity  to  the  plant. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RECORD,  1940.  HOSPITAL  GROUNDS. 
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PUBLIC  BATHS 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is 
largely  attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes  with  special  sessions 
for  male,  female,  and  mixed  bathers.  The  water  is  heated  and 
maintained  at  a  temperature  of  74-76  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous 
aeration  filtration  and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there 
is  a  complete  change  over  of  the  water  every  eight  hours.  The 
bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain 
the  standard  of  sterilization. 

Royles  special  chlorine  apparatus  is  installed  and  chlorine 
is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  0.2  to  0.5  parts  per  mission  of  the 
water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 


SCHOOLS 

No  infectious  disease  became  epidemic  during  the  year,  hence 
it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  closure  of  any  school  or  department 
to  prevent  spread  of  infection. 

Contacts  from  infected  homes  are  excluded  from  school  for 
the  incubation  period  and  not  re-admitted  till  medically  examined 
and  certified  fit  for  school. 

During  school  holidays  the  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected 
as  well,  as  particular  schools,  class  rooms,  or  departments  when 
infectious  diseases  occur  amongst  the  scholars. 

DISINFECTION. 

In  every  case  of  infectious  disease  disinfection  of  the  premises 
is  carried  out.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  is  removed'' in  a 
motor  van  for  disinfection  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Town  Hall, 
Wallsend,  where  a  Velox  Steam  Disinfector  is  installed.
